A Coffee County Grand Jury is 
scheduled to convene this week to 
hear evidence in connection with the 
death of a seven-year old Enterprise 
youth whose body was discovered in 
a thicket of bushes on a vacant lot 
last week in Enterprise. 

According to officials in the Cof- 
fee County District Attormey's office, 
William Thomas Horstead, of the 
Shiloh Community, was arrested last 
week and charged with capital murder 
in connection with the strangulation 
death of Antonio Jermaine Brun- 
didge, whose body was discovered on 


An inmate at the Coffee County 
that escaped on Feb.23 after over- 
powering a female jailer was indicted 
on a total of eight counts last week 
by a Coffee County Grand Jury, in 
Elba. 

John Andrew Warren, age 31, was

The mother of the youth reported 
her son missing on Saturday night, 
March 12 and told authorities that 
when she last saw her son he was in 
the presence of Horstead, who is re- 
ported to be a friend of the family. 
The body was found following a 
search in the neighborhood. 

Two warrants were filed against 
Horstead in connection with the case, 
with the first warrant dealing with 
interference with custody. 

The first warrant reportedly in- 
volved the act of taking or enticing a 


counts of first degree robbery, two 
counts of first degree rape and two 
counts of first degree sodomy, 
Warren escaped from the Coffee 
County jail, in Elba, on Feb.23 and

Video tapes are valuable tools for Human Resource agency 


The popularity of video tapes has 
exploded in recent years, and while 
the uses of the tapes are many and 
range from instructional to simply 
entertainment, the Coffee County 
Dept. of Human Resources has 
compiled a video library that serves 
as both a training tool for depart- 
ment employees and a source of 
information to area civic organiza- 
tions. 

“The workers involved in the 
service units in the department can 
relate better to the video presenta- 
tions by viewing actual cases than 
by simply sitting down and reading 
what experts say is the right way to 
act,’’ stated Service Unit supervisor 
Cathie Hansen. 

‘The actual viewing of cases and 
the methods used are valuable aids 
to the workers and give them the 
confidence that what they are doing 
is an accepted method. The video 
can be used at any time by any 
employee and that makes it easier 
for the employees to view the tapes 
at their leisure. 

“When the state holds work- 
shops, many times the employees 
are tied up for days and their work 
goes undone or is passed to a fellow 
employee, but through the use of the 
videos the employees can even take 
the tapes home and view them 
whenever they want. The video tapes 
in the county department library are 
making our jobs easier and making 
our employees more professional.’’ 

“Some of the best teaching 
available is through the use of the 
video tapes," stated county director 
Ronald Smith. ‘‘The staff members 
are able to view the methods used by 
some of the leading psychologists in 
the nation and the world, It is always 
helpful whenever a member of the 
staff attends a workshop; however, 
this library of tapes makes the 
workshops available to all employees 
seven days a week! 

“The training available through 
the videos can’t be underestimated, 
If a well-trained employee can 
become more effective through the 
use of the tapes it means the entire 
department will benefit and at the 
same time the videos provide a 
means of saving funds needed for 
other purposes. Use of the videos 
prevents constant out-of-department 
training and through this money is 
saved that is needed.’’ 

Video tapes housed in the library 
include Sexual Abuse - The Family; 
Working Together; The Battered 
Child - Page 1; The Battered Child - 
Page 2; The Interview; Investigating 
Cases of Child Abuse; Presenting 
The Case; Abusive Parents; Barb; 
Breaking the Cycle of Child Abuse; 
Listening To Kids; Strong Kids; Safe 
Kids; How Can I Tell If I’m Really in 
Love?; Drug-Free Kids; AIDS and 
the American Family, and State 
Office Foster Care. 

‘The videos deal with protective 


services and the tapes are primarily 
a training tool,’’ stated Smith, “but 
many of them carry an important 
message to young adults and the 
entire community, The tapes are 
shown to many students by members 
of the staff here at the county 
department, and after they are 
viewed a  question-and-answer 


session is held to give the students a 
chance to express their views on 
what they have seen.” 

Coffee County is the only county 
in the state with such a large video 
library and the ability to use the 
tapes as thoroughly in the field of 
training, a fact Smith reluctantly 
admits. 


“The videos are often quite 
frank,’’ stated Smith, ‘‘but the 
messages they deliver are true. The 
tapes are available to area civic 
Organizations as presentations and 
would be an excellent tool for 
teachers to use to better recognize 
possible cases of abuse, neglect or 
drug usage. 


“The tapes are very expensive, 
but if any club or civic group would 
like to show one, they may contact us 
and we’ll be glad to work with 
them.”’

Traffic fatalities rise in 1987 on 
rural roadways across state 


Preliminary figures show traffic 
fatalties on Alabama's rural roadways 
rose 11% in 1987, compared with 
1986, according to Col. Thomas 
Wells, Director of the Department of 


Public Safety. Rural accidents 9% 


claimed 690 lives in 1986, compared 
to 769 in 1987. 

Wells stated that the largest 
increase in rural fatalities was 
recorded on U.S. and state highways, 
up 18%, from 322 to 389 from the 
prior year. 


Fatalties dropped on rural 
interstates; however, declining from 
73 to 59, a drop of 23%. 

Traffic fatalities on county roads 
rose from 295 to 321, an increase of 
De 
Wells stated that most accidents 
are caused by driver error or 
inattention and that the incidence of 
fatal accidents increases with higher 
speeds. He also stated that 33% of all 
traffic fatalties were alcohol related,

Take Care With Easter Eggs 


What would Easter be without 
hard-cooked eggs? You probably 
have fond memories of your family's 
traditional rites of coloring, decorat- 
ing, hiding, hunting and ultimately 
eating these symbols of spring. Read 
on for some tips and ideas that can 
help you enjoy these bright, happy 
tokens of the season to the fullest. 

Did you know that the fresher the 
egg, the harder it may to peel after 
hard-cooking? This is because the air 
cell that forms between shell mem- 
branes as an egg ages helps to separ- 
ate shell from egg. The air cell is 
small in very fresh eggs. So, buying 
eggs to be hard-cooked may help 
make them easier to peel. 

Hard-cooking Easter eggs means 
just that - not hard-boiling as is 
commonly practiced. When eggs are 
cooked at too high a temperature or 
for too long, whites shrink and be- 
come tough and rubbery; yolks be- 
come tough and their surface may 
turn gray-green. 

The American Egg Board recom- 
mends a hard-cooking method that 
produces eggs with a more palatable 
texture and also saves energy. First, 
choose a wide pan, two smaller pans 
or cook eggs in batches. If you've 
ever found some softer-centered 
eggs in with fully hard-cooked eggs, 
it may be due to poor heat circula- 
tion caused by too many eggs layered 
one on top of another. So, place 
eggs in a single layer in the pan and 


add enough tap water to come at least 
l-inch above the eggs. Cover and 
rapidly bring just to boiling. Let 
eggs stand, covered in hot water for 
15 to 17 minutes for large eggs - 

adjust time up or down by about 3 
minutes for each size larger or small- 
er. Cool immediately after cooking 
as the heat retained in the water will 
continue to cook the eggs. Use a 
slotted spoon to transfer the cooked 
eggs into a pan or bowl of ice or 
cold water. Or, carefully pour off the 
hot water in a pan and run cold tap 
water over the eggs until they're cool 
to the touch (5 minutes isn't too 
long). 

If you plan to eat your hard- 
cooked Easter eggs, be sure to re- 
frigerate them as much as possible 
between cooking, decorating and the 
hunt or display. (Save egy cartons 
for use as convenient storage con- 
tainers). Uncracked hard-cooked eggs 
cared for in this manner should be. 
used within a week, If your decorated 
eggs have been at room temperature 
all day of if they've cracked, discard 
them.

"Blessed are the meek: for they shall inherit the earth" (Matt. 5:5), is the 
third of the beatitudes of the Sermon on the Mount. In this sermon, Jesus 
laid down for us the very basics of living a life pleasing to God and to our 
fellow man. In the beatitudes, Jesus offers a series of statements that seems 
difficult, if not imposible, to understand. In the case of the third beatitude, 
the problem is compounded by the fact that the word "meek" just does not 
mean the same thing to modern man that it did to the first hearers, To mod- 
ern man, meekness is a trait to be treated with contempt, because meckness 
is synonymous with weakness, and spinelessness. But that is not at all what 
Jesus was speaking about. ; 
Meckness, in the Bible sense, refers not to weakness, but instead 
strength, which is kept in control. The Greek historian Xenophon used the 
same word to describe a horse broken to bridle, or under control. The 
strength is still there, but it is harnessed for good, The meek person is not 
weak, but instead is controlled because he is strong enough to be con- 
trolled, which allows him to have the gentleness that Jesus wanted for His 
followers. Paul described meekness as a fruit of the Spirit, along with love, 
joy, peace, long-suffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, and temperance, 
(Gal, 5:22-23). Meekness is a virtue to be desired. : 
Many strong men have been described as meek. Moses, the great lawgiv- 
er, is described as "very meek, above all the men which were upon the face 
of the earth" (Num, 12:3). The Lord Jesus invites, "Take my yoke upon 
you, and learn of me; for I am meek and lowly in heart: and ye shall find 
rest unto your souls" (Matt, 11:29). He was "meek and lowly in heart." He 
Was strong, with the power to call down angels from heaven to do His bid- 
ding, yet He treated mankind with love and gentleness. Meckness does im- 
ply submission, but not to man, but to God and His control. 3 i 
Jesus was actually quoting Psalm 37:11, "the meek shall inherit the 
earth, and shall delight themselves in the abundance of peace." The psalmist 
David was contrasting the meek with the wicked; "Yet a little while and the 
wicked shall not be: yea, thou shalt diligently consider his place, and it shall 
not be" (Ps. 37:10), The way of the meck is the way of righteousness, and 
while the wicked "shall not be,” the meek shall “inherit the earth.” The 
phrase, "inherit the earth," is a figure of spech to indicate the possession 
given to the faithful. The possession to be inherited is the "new earth” de- 
scribed in Reyelation 21. Just as the children of Israel inherited the promised 
land, the meek follower of Christ will inherit the new heaven and new

all could learn David's lessons of hid- 
ing God's Instructions in our hearts, 
maybe - just maybe - we wouldn't 
have to holler "help" as much! 
Amen? ‘ 

God has the perfect Instructions 
for all of us! All we have to be is 
willing -- willing first to read them, 
and then willing to place them into 
actions in our daily lives. 

Let me encourage each of you 
who reads this article, before you 
Start to assemble your lives each day, 
consult God's Instruction Book, and 
before you do anything make double 
sure that you have not only read His 
Instructions, but be willing to fol- 
low them out without trying to re- 
vise, rewrite, redo, or compromise 
them!

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Engineer says workers are too busy to handle campaign promises 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
March 28 at the courthouse in Elba 
and it was obvious the election sea- 
son was underway as the county en- 
gineer came under fire for not giv- 
ing immediate attention to minor 
complaints filed by various com- 
missioners across the county. 

Comm. Billy Eagerton took ex- 
ception to the fact that the county 
no longer had a "complaint crew" 
operating and declared that "The 
county needs to be able to help the 
people and without a complaint 
crew that just can't be done." 

Engineer Mark Pool answered 
that "This is an election year and as 
in all election years commissioners 
get requests from residents in their 
districts that are never made until an 
election year because the residents 
know that since the commissioner 
wants to be reelected he will do his 
best to see that the request is grant- 
ed." 


"I must do what is best for all of 


Coffee County in the long 
run,"stated Pool, "and that doesn't 
mean pulling workers off projects 
to dump dirt in driveways that don't 
need it!This is spring and that 
means the crews are out beginning 
their clipping, while other crews are 
busy repairing bridges and patching 
roads. I just can't shut down my de- 
partment to settle every complaint 
that comes across my desk. If a 
complaint is justified it will get 
immediate attention, but if it can 
wait it will just have to wait until 
we get a chance to work on the 
problem."

"I have been the commissioner 
in my district for seven years," said 
Eagerton, "and the residents in my 
district depend on me. You may 
hear things in coming weeks, but 
in my district driveways will be 
fixed!" 

The bi-monthly meeting began 
at 9:00 a.m. and after the approval 
of the minutes of the March 14 
meeting opened the meeting by 
opening bids on road signs. 

Bids were received from three 
companies; however, only one bid 
met all specifications and it was ac- 
cepted from Traffic Signs Inc. in 
the amount of $4,409.05. 

Jack Griffith, of the Southeast 
Alabama Regional Planning and 
Development Commission, was 
back at the meeting to conduct the 
second of two public hearings on 
the application for a grant to extend 
and construct water lines in rural 
sections of the county, 

Griffith explained that a total of 
$4.7 million has been designated 
for grants for counties and the max- 
imum amount any county could re- 
ceive for a project was $300,000, 
He explained that the commission 
needed to study the projects desig- 
nated and cut the number of projects 
from fifteen to five. 

The commission discussed the 
projects and the grant and decided to 
make a final decision at the next 
meeting. 

After questioning by Comm. 
Jimmy Bryan, Griffith reported that 
an area in Bryan's district was in- 
cluded in the area to be offered water 
by the Crenshaw County Water Au-

thority. 

The areas include County Road 
to Highway 87; County Road 49; 
County Road 11 and County Road 
19, which includes a total of 43 
households. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 

***apreed that drilling of a mon- 
itor well at the landfill was needed; 

***was told that district maps 
were available at the engineering de- 
partment in New Brockton at a 


minimal cost; 

***apreed to open bids on fuel at 
the next meeting; ‘ 

***agreed to allow two employ- 
es to attend a computer seminar at 
McArthur Tech; 

***heard the engineer report that 
is would cost approximately $2,000 
to pave a two-tenth of a mile 
stretch on the Ewell Griffin Road 
that would meet the county's re- 
sponsibility with the Soil Conser- 
vation Service; 


***discussed a proposed gas tax 
increase that would not bring any 
money to the county and later 
agreed that while it did not support 
the tax, if the tax did pass the coun- 
ties in the state should get a por- 
tion; 

***heard a report that the Vete- 
ran's Office in the county had gen- 
erated $806,510.53 during 1987; 

***apreed to meet to update the 
budget, which already is over pro- 
jections in some areas; 


***agreed to pace a portion of 
the one-cent sales tax into a special 
account; 

***took no action on a sugges- 
tion by Comm. Sid Averett that the 
engineer place all purchases in bid 
form, no matter what the amount; 

***and, gave $10 apiece to the 
Coffee County Arts Alliance for the 
purchase of a painting at the up- 
coming show. 

The next commission will be 
held on Monday, April 11 at 9:00

New staffing formula may provide 
aid to county department 


The Coffee County Department 


, of Human Resources released its 


monthly report last week and in the 
report county director Ronald Smith 
stated that a staffing committee at 
the state department had developed a 
new staffing formula for counties 
that could result in county depart- 
ments receiving additional staffing. 

Smith stated that he had met 
with the committee in Montgomery 
in an attempt to make the clerical 
needs of Coffee County known and 
after the meeting expressed hope 
that the state commissioner would 
adopt the formula. 

Smith also reported that he had 
written numerous news articles to 

romote the month of March as 
‘Project Pay-Up Month" in the 
Child Support Program and ap- 
en on television in Dothan pub- 
icizing the fan program, 

Smith called special attention to 
the excellent audit that the county 
department received from the state 
office, 

In the report mailed to Smith af- 
ter the completion of the audit, it 
was stated that the findings revealed 
that the financial records were "well 
maintained and were in agreement 
with the reconciled bank statements 
and savings accounts," 

The death of Mrs. Lucille 
MeMinn, the county director of the 
Department of Pensions and Securi- 
ty from 1971 until 1977 was re- 
ported. Mrs, McMinn was called a 
“very dedicated person who did so 
much for so many" by Mr, Smith, 

The continuing need of addition- 
al staffing was also mentioned by 
Smith, who reported that the coun- 
ty department was in need of a food 
Stamp certification worker, a child 
Support worker and a social worker 
for adult services, The needs had re- 
portedly been relayed to Regional 
Coordinator Don Williams. 

Community Resources supervis- 
or Glenda Smith reported that the 
agency was in the process of esta- 
blishing an extensive video library 
for use in worker training and com- 
munity education, 

Mrs, Smith stated that during 
the month of February aaumber of 
the videos had been shown to 
School students in Coffee County 
and all comments from the students 
were positive, 

A video regarding sexual abuse 
and keeping oneself safe was shown 
to students in grades four thru six 
and the students were each given a 
"Spider Man" comic book dealing 
with child abuse, Younger students 
reccived a coloring book entitled 
"Red Flag, Green Flag People" 
which is designed to help the 
youngsters learn about good touch- 
s and bad touches from people. 

Child Support and Eligibility 
Unit supervisor Dianne Parker re- 


ported that February reflected anoth- 
er record month for child support, A 
total of $39,590.20 was collected in 
February, which represented an in- 
crease of $2,401.05 from the previ- 
ous month. 

Mrs. Parker also stated that 
much emphasis had been placed on 
the Welfare Reform Forum held in 
Enterprise in February. Some sug- 
gestions which came from the fo- 
rum included the implementation of 
a mandatory work program for wel- 
fare recepients, availability of day 
care resources to allow welfare rece- 
pients to work and oppurtunities for 
workers to make home visits on 
questionable cases so that suspected 
fraud could be validated.. 

Family and Children's Services 
supervisor Cathie Hansen reported 
that during the past month her 
agency had investigated a total of 
40 abuse cases, including 16 cases 
of physical abuse, 5 cases of sexual 
abuse and 19 cases of neglect. 

Six members of the unit attended 
the National Sexual Abuse Confer- 
ence in Huntsville during February 
and heard professionals from protec- 
live services, mental health and 
prosecutors share the latest informa- 
tion on the problem of child sexual 
abuse. 

The sponsor for the trip was the 
E.L. Gibson Foundation. 

Food Stamp supervisor Debbie 
Jones reported that during the past 
month the agency issued stamps to 
4 total of 1,173 households. The to- 
tal members in the households 
numbered 2,965 and the total 
amount of stamps issued carried a 
value of $126,682. 

Other information revealed in the 
monthly bulletin included: 

*** two stale office consultants 
had been in the county office during 
the month; 

***the director had toured the 
Farley Nuclear Plant with several 
county commissioners; 

*** and, the beginning of pa- 
renting classes dealing with a pro- 
gram that teaches economical and 
nutricious meals for the family,

Street paving was on the agenda 
and the council approved the solici- 
tation of bids after English read a 
list of streets to be included in the 
project. English said he expected 
the bids to run somewhere around 
$65,000 and the work would be 
paid for with tax funds earmarked 
for this purpose and with $40,000 
the city is borrowing from the local 
banks, 

Listed among the streets for 
work this year are Caroline Street 
from the canal bridge to Reese; 
Boswell Ave(near the work release 
facility); Taylor subdivision; Lind- 
sey Street, Harper Street, Newton 
Street (from Claxton to Adkin- 
son);each side of city hall and Yel- 
veiton to the post office and across 
to the dead end; Riverview and 
Washington Ave.; Gray Street and 
Williams Street. 

As an alternate the bid will in- 
clude the end of Elm (in Brookdale) 
as council members noted it was 
one of the worst problems in town. 

English told council members 
they had received some good news 
as the SE Ala Gas board had re- , 
ceived some good revenues from 
piping gas for other gas companies 
and this money would be paid to 
the member cities, Elba's share 
should be about $84,000 and will 
be received on April 15, 


LaDonna Tucker is 


no show at retrial 


in Troy 


The third trial of LaDonna Tuck- 
er, scheduled to begin last week in 
Troy, never even got started as Mrs, 
Tucker failed to appear at the court- 
house and was later apprehended 
near the home of a relative in Kan- 
sas. 

Mrs, Tucker, formerly of Enter- 
prise, is charged with murder for 
hire in connection with the 1981 
death of her husband, Sgt. Jimmy 
Tucker, 

Mrs. Tucker was found guilty of 
killing her husband in 1982, but 
had the court ruling reversed by the 
Alabama Supreme Court and then a 
second trial in 1986 ended in a mis- 
trial when the jury failed to reach a 
verdict. 

It is estimated the third trial will 
begin in 30-60 days.
